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Farmers Have A 
Dilemma ... Yes? 
— 

The problem of balancing income 
against expenses which is so much 
concern to Canadian farmers seems 
to be common to farmers in most 
countries of the world. 

A recent survey by the Food and 
Agriculture Organization of the 
United Nations reveals that although 
world farm production in 1966-56 
was up 3 per cent over the previous 
year, prices were down and 80 was 
farm income. The consumer, says 
F. A. O., is caught in the middle and 
ig benefitting little from the heavier 
production or the lower farm prices. 

The survey also revealed that the 
marketing margin — the spread be- 
tween what the farmer receives and 
the consumer pays — was 3 per cent 
higher in the first quarter of 1956 
than in the same period a year ago. 

Another F. A. O. survey has shown 
that farmers in Canada and the 
U.S. are caught the hardest in the 
price-squeeze. Between 1952-63 and 
this spring prices received by Cana- 
dian farmers have dropped 17 pei 
cent, while in the same period the 
cost of the goods they needed ad- 
vanced by 3 per cent. 

Says F. A. O., 'the basic dilemma 
of most governments is how to recon - 
cile their responsibilities to main- 
tain the economic position of farm- 
ers and at the same time provide 
consumers with good supplies at low 
prices. Prices have continued to 
move against the farmer in most 
countries. Farm income appears 
generally to have declined between 
1954 and 1955 .. . in sharp contrast 
to the rising trend of incomes in 
other occupations.”

TREE PLANTING: You may won- 
der why I am writing about this 
subject at this time of year. This is 
a wonderful “next year” country 
and, since some of you are planning 
on planting some trees next spring, 
we must make sure of a few things. 


Is your land ready? You can't 
place too much emphasis on having 
the land really well worked for at 
least one year (two years is better) 
before placing the new trees into the 
ground. Since trees can be had for 
free and the planting of them costs 
nothing, some people are inclined to 
let the weeds grow after the trees 
are planted, and more or less ignore 
or neglect to be good husbandmen.” 

After we have spent time and en- 
ergy ordering and planting the 
trees we would certainly like to see 
them well looked after. 

During the course of the next few 
weeks, as time permits, I hope to be 
able to inspect some, if not all, of 
the places where trees have been 
ordered for next year. The purpose 
of this visit is to make sure the land 
is weed free and well summerfallow- 
ed. Wherever we find that this is 
not the case, it is our option to can- 
cel your tree order or at least set it 
back for one more year. Land must 
be well summerfallowed. There is 
no alternative. 


Better give your land a real 
thorough going over now if you in- 
tend to plant trees next spring.

Notes From DA. 


By Howard J. Fulcher 


Dairy men in Alberta lose $2,000,- 
000 a year with mastitis. It is 
caused by various bacteria or germs 
entering the udder through the ex- 
ternal opening in the teat; there are 
two types, chronic and acute. Care- 
lessness is a big factor in mastitis 
losses. Exposure to cold, droughts 
and cold floors are in many cases 
the main factor. Bruises caused by 
rough or broken stalls and gutter 
edges may cause the start of this 
disease. 

The disease may be spread by un- 
sanitary milking procedures to the 
whole herd from one cow. There are 
drugs available for the treatment of 
this disease but in many cases only 
limited success is recognized with 


| their use. When the infection is the 


chronic form, permanent injury to 
the udder usually results. 

Prevention is the best program, 
and this is just good sound manage- 
ment practices. Prevention factors 
are to eliminate machinery, wire, etc. 
in the yards, which might cause 
teat injury; barns and stalls con- 
structed to prevent next cows stepp- 
ing on teats of cows lying down also 
eliminate any rough broken gutter 
edges. Ensure plenty of bedding to 
prevent floor injury and coldness; 
draughts especially near doors, 
should be avoided, 

The milking should be carried out 
in a careful manner; milking ma- 
chines can injure udders. A good 
milking procedure would be to wipe 
udders with a cloth rinsed in disin- 
fectant, disinfect teat cups on ma- 
chines and do a good job in cleaning 
equipment after milking. A strip 
cup should be used when the disease 
is suspected. You can then easily 
detect the flakes or clots associated 
with the disease.
